Early in the mornig, Wilson, the al- 
leged negro assailant of Mrs. Burgess, 
was secretly taken from the County 
Jail, but was returned shortly after- 
ward. 

Four companies of militia arrived at 
9:30 o’clock this morningf rom Spring- 
field. Cos. A, I, B. and H of the Sev- 
enth Llinois Infantry were sent in 
reply to urgent requests at mid- 
night to State officials. The troops 
marched to the market house opposite 
the jail and camped. Streets were 
cleared, and the threatening attitude of 
the crowds disappeared. There were 
sulien threats heard, but no attempt at 
an outbreak manifested durthg 
the day. Tonight hundred sentindis 
are patroling the streets in the imme 
diate vicinity of the jell. Each soldier 
carries forty rounds of ammunition. 


Sheriff Whitlock said today in giv- 
ing his version of the shooting into 
the mob: “After I saw from the fall 
that the mob was determined to at- 
tack, I went to the veranda and at- 
tempted to talk to the maddened men. 
As I stepped into view of the crowd, 
two bullets were fired, one striking 
the svall back of me. I fired two shots 
in the air. Someone shouted that I 
was only bluffing, and was shooting 
blanks. I warned the members that I 
would resist an attack on the jail 
with powder and lead. There was an- 
other shot from the mob, and it 
surged forward. I then fired a shot 
from my shotgun into their legs. 
This drove them back, but they re- 
turned a moment later to the attack 
of the front door. I was alarmed af 
the safety of my wife and children. 
My wife took a gun and said she 
would stand by me. I got her and 
the children out of the way, and then, 
as the leaders were coming with the 
rail to batter down the walls, I shot 
along the rail to make them drop it. 
This accounts for so many being shot 
in the hands and arms, I fired eight 
or ten shots in all.” '

HEAT BECOMES ELECTRICITY. 


Indiana Man Invents an Apparatus 

Which Will Make the Transforma- 
tion Instantly. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

INDIANAPOLIS, July 2.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) H. Barringer Cox de- 
clares that he has discovered a method 
by which heat may be transformed 
directly into electricity by means of a 
simple apparatus which he has com- 
pleted after years of toll. 

“There is nothing remarkable about 
the invention, he said. “I have studied 
since I was a boy on one line, vibra- 
tions. All scientists know that heat, 
electricity, light, sound, all are pro- 
duced by variations in the rate of vi- 
brations. 

Nobody questions that electricty 
can be transformed into heat, and why 
should not the reverse be true? So can 
light be transformed into sound by 
means of a machine known as the ra- 
diaphone, invented by Prof. Alexander 
Graham Bell, inventor of the tele- 
phone. He transmits speech over rays 
of light. 

“There is nothing remarkable in any 
transformation of energy. It requires 
only a medium. I even believe it pos- 
able to transform the sounds of the 
street into useful power. 

“Any one who is famiiiar with the 
law of conservation of nergy knows 
that no force can be lost and none 
gained. The problem is to find a trans- 
forming medium. I do not look upon 
my work as anything remarkable. 

“Bee the machine there in all its 
-beautiful simplicity—no moving parts, 
nothing to get out of order, as lasting 
in its transforming possibilities as isa 
gas tip on the end of a gas pipe, which 
is also a transforming medium. 

“I have talked to Tesla and Edison 
about my work in trying to invent the 
little machine you see before you. Ed- 
ison said: ‘Stick it out, hang to it, Cox, 
you'll win in the end.’ It have hung to 
it and have won, but I have suffered. 

“See how smple it is; I can make one 
in five minutes and transform heat di- 
rectly into electricity. You see, it is 
only a hollow cylinder of vitrified ce- 
| ment of my own composition, made in 
casting ih one piece. The deflectors in 
the center ate as simple as cast.”

PANIC IN PANAMA.

ANAMA (Colombia) July 26.—(By 

Panama Cable.) Not since the days 

of the last revolution, when an at- 
tack upon the city by the Liberals was 
feared, hag there been such a panic 
in Panama as occurred last night. 
Shortly after 9 o'clock the office of Bl 
Lapiz, the organ of the Liberal party 
on the Isthmus, was visited by officers 
of the general staff of the army, who 
destroyed yesterday's edition of the 
newspaper. One of the directors wag 
slightly wounded, but managed to es- 
cape. The news spread rapidly. In the 
Santa Ana neighborhood, where most 
of the Liberals reside, sentiment rose 
to a high pitch, and a few of the prom- 
nent people counseled retaliation. They 
took no action, however. 

The next event came like a bomb- 
shell. A company of soldiers, apparently 
under the orders of Gen. Vasquez Co- 
bos, commander of the National forces, 
surrounded the residence of Gov. Mu- 
tis, but the Governor and his wife, who 
is an American woman, having been 
warned a few minutes before the ar- 
rival of the troops, succeeded in escap- 


ing. Gen. Huertas, commander of the, 


battalion of Colombia, when he learned 
of the El Lapiz incident, retired to 
headquarters, where he found Gen. Co- 
bos. According to current report, the 
latter ordered Gen. Huertas to remain 
in quarters. Exactly what has taken 
place is unknown, but it is said that 
Dr. Aristides Arjoana, secretary of the 
government, Fernando Arango, Chief 
of Polize, and Etram Navia, a member 
of the departmental Superior Tribuna! 
of Justice, are under arrest, the last- 
named for trying to argue with Gen. 
Cobos the illegelity of his action. 

An attempt also is said to have been 
made to arrest Sefior Guerra, Secretary 
ot Finance, but he refused to accom- 
rany the officer who went to arrest 
Lim. When the officer returned with 
so'ciers to effect his capture, Guerra 
had departed.

There are cer- 
tain parts of Mr. Smith's letter which

The relevancy of a portion of the 
commission's letter has been denied by 
Mr. Smith, although the essential facts 
it contained have not been controvert- 
ed. Concerning the question of rele- 
vancy, it may be stated that the Post- 
master-General requested the commis- 
gion to Investigate and report whether 
the civil service rules were being vio- 
lated in the Washington postoffice, and 
that as the investigation disclosed the 
fact that regarding the relation of a 
bureay to the department in the mat- 
ter of appointments and other changes, 
some of the departmental affairs nec- 
essarily came within its scope. 

“This was especially true with regard 
to persons appointed to outside offices 
for the purpose of classification, and 
efterwards transferred to the Wash- 
ington postoffice and later to the de- 
partment, as well as in the cases of 
persons appointed as laborers, but ir- 
regularly assigned to classified duty 
in the Washington postoffice, who were 
afterward appointed in the rural free- 
delivery service just before its clas- 
Sification. Mr. Smith states that one 
third of Mr. Proctor’s letter which 
immediately concerns the Washin 
postoffice may properly be left to this 
Srewer of the Postmaster-General, 
whom it directly concerns. The facts, 
as disclosed by the investigation, show 
that the department and not the post- 
master was responsible for most of 
the violations and evasions of the civil- 
service law and rules in the Washing- 
ton Office. It is, therefore, an evasion 
and not a refutation of the facts.

It seems 
a fair tnference that the appointments 
prior to classification so far exceeded 
the needs of the service that few ap- 
pointments were necessary, even when 
the appropriation was more than 
— for the year ended June 30, 


He adds: You have been Postmas- 
ter-General a r and a half, and 
you have not dropped one of them. If 
the service was packed,“ how faith- 
less you have been to your duty. This 
heediess critic did see that this 
blow was aimed at you, as well as 
me.“ 

Mr. Smith apparently fails to recog- 
nize the fact that the rapid growth 
of the rural free-delivery service un- 
der your administration would speed- 
ily relieve this condition without re- 
course to removals. He cites the fact 
that forty-one of a certain group of 
fifty-six employés mentioned in the 
commission's letter were women, as 
indicating that the influences leading 
to these appointments were not polit- 
ical. The commission has not claimed 
that the influences which prompted 
the numerous appointments under con- 
sideration were all political, nor will 
anything be found in the letter or re- 
port which necessitates an analysis 
on the basis of sex.

The will of Leo was read today. 
While nominallyy leaving the estate ot 
Caripento to his nephew, Ludavico 
Pecci, it really makes no changes, as 
the whole family property has already 
been divided among the three nephews, 
Count Camillo having alrady sold his 


share. 

The Congregation again today made 
further progress with the afrange- 
ments for the conclave. Cardinal Gib- 
bons arrived today, but did not at- 
tend the meeting. A wall is being 
built. around the apartments where 
the conclave will be held. It is Al- 
ready ten feet high. Some of the Ital- 
lan bookmakers here proposed to con- 
duct public betting on the chances o. 
the papal candidates, and in order ts 
obtain permission to do 830, offerea 
to donate their gains to charitable in- 
stitutions, The government, however, 
promptly refused the request. 

At the sixth meeting of the Con- 
gregation of Cardinals, held today, 
five cardinals were present. Cardinal 
Della Volpe, voicing also the opinions 
of some of his colleages, criticised th: 
ceremonies in connection with the in- 
terment of Leo XIII last night, becaug: 
the cardinals did not participate in the 
entire procession, and complained gen- 
erally of the lack of order. Cardina: 
Oreglia replied that he had already no- 
ticed this, and that he woul punish 
these who were responsible. 

Mgr. Merry del Val communicated 
to the cardinals the report from n- 
tiago, Chile, of the incident which - 
curred there during the celebration 
of the requiem for the late Pope, 
which was attended by the President 
of the republic and all the authorities. 
According to the report Mgr. Uguarte, 
in delivering the eulogy on the late 
Pontiff, protested against the usurpa- 
tion of papal territority by Italy, 
whereupon Count Cucchi left 
ths church and lowered the Italian 
flag. which had been hoisted at the 
legation as a sign of mourning. The 
incident produced an unpleasant im- 
pression upon the Sacred College, be- 

the first discordant note in the 
universal mourning.

Whites in Philippines. 

The government proposes to run down 
the story of the existence of a race of 
good-looking and energetic whites in 
the mountains of the island of Mindoro 
in the Philippines. It appears that an 
expedition has been organized to pene- 
trate into the interior of Mindoro and 
find out whether such people exist 
there. The story about therm has been 
obstinately persistent. The best ver- 
sion of it seems to be based on the re- 
port of Manuel Castro, a Filipino, to 
one Lieut. Lorenzo de Clairmont. Cas- 
tro claims to have visited this white 
tribe, which, he says, has lived in the 
Philippines since long before the Span- 
jards came there, and centers in a town 
of 20,000 inhabitants. He says that the 
members of the tribe are warlike, and 
have effectually discouraged intrusion 
on their privacy by Spaniards, though 
they have dealings with trading Fili- 
pinos. The men are described as fair- 
haired and blue-eyed; the women us 
surprisingly handsome. They live in 
well-kept homes, are fond of athletic 
sports, and know agriculture and some 
of the arts. Lieut. De Clairmont’s name 
does not appear in the army register 
for 1902, but if there is such an officer

Imports are larger than in any preced- 
ing year and exports are larger than 
in any preceding year save in the ex- 
ceptional year 1901. The imports for 
the first time crossed the billion-dollar 
line, the total being 11.025.619, 127, and 
the exports for the second time crossed 
the 1,400,000,000 line, being $1,419,991,- 


290. The single year in which the 
value of exports exceeded those of 
1903 is the fiscal year 1901 when the 
total was §1,467,764,991. 

The imports exceeded those of ten 


years ago by about 3159,000, 000, and 
the exports exceeded those of 1903 by 
about $572,000,000. Imports, therefore. 
have increased 18.4 per cent. during 
the decade, and exports have increased 
67.5 per cent.

The weight of a growing child is the 
most important index of its general 
health. The standard of weight “for 
growing children, that usually given by 
authorities in the matter, is that at 
five years of age a child should weigh 
about as many pounds as it is inches 
high. As a rule this will not be much 
over or under forty pounds. Children 
‘who come of large parents should 
weigh something more than that. The 
rate of increase should be about two 
pounds for every inch of growth, with 
a tendency for the weight to exceed 
this standard proportionately rather 
than to fall below it. When a child 
is rather heavier in proportion to its 
height than this standard, it is a sign 


of good health. If the child is 
growing rapidly, it should not 
be allowed to fall much below it, 


without being made to rest more than 
has been the custom before. A defi- 
ciency of weight in proportion to 
height is always an unfavorable sign. 
Any interruption in the progress ot in- 
crease of weight, especially during the 
continuance of growth, must be a dan- 
ger signal that should not be neglected 
by those i sted in the patient. 

The cost of pauling freight per ton 
per mile onthe London Northwestern 
tailway, most important line, 
expressed in cents, is 1.49; on the Penn- 
syivania Railway the cost is 0.404 of a 
cent, and on the 
v.416 ot a cent. This is true, although 
the wages of English trainmen are but 
nalf the American. An eminent expert 
attributes the greater cost to the rigid- 
ity of the four-wheeled English freight 
wagons, which he says are “track mur- 
derers and power absorbers.”

Mayr states 
that to each 10,000 Christians in Ger- 
many there are 8.6 insane, while among 
the Jews the number reaches 16.1. In 
Bavaria the proportion is still greater, 
9.8 among Christians and 25.2 among 
Jews. HKjazansky gives his experience 
of 10 years’ practice in a small town, 
Dagd, with a population made up of 
1014 Jews and 328 Christians. Among 
the Jews he observed 47 cases of n 
vous and mental diseases, while on the 
other hard, not a single case of mental 
unbalance occurred among the Chris- 
tians. There is every reason to believe 
that the nervous strain under which 
the Jews have lived and still live in 
European countries, aided by the inten- 
sification of predisposition by close in- 
termarriage is accountable for the 
prevalence of insanity in this race.

In fact, all that we can discern sup- 
ports the view that throughout the or- 
ganic realm the intelligence that finds 
its fullest expression in man ts every- 
where at work.”

‘HINTS ON HAMBURG STEAK. 
A Hamburg steak is another way of 

achieving a steak dish at a low co“. 

Min persons know the possibilities 


of the Hamburg steak, but for the 


benefit of the few who may be ig 
nerant it is worth while to say that 
the beef for this dish comes frem the 
top of the round and is chopped by 
the butcher. He must aiways do this 
With the cleaver, on the block, by the 
way. It is never quite so good if it 
put through: meat chopper. 
There are different ways of cooking 
the Hamburg steak. The simplest 
fashion is to mold all the meat into 
one large form, about the shape and 
size of the ordinary beefsteak, an 
then to broil this, and serve it dressed 
with butter as one would a _ porter- 
house. But other eraons prefer to 
mix a little onion juice and chopped 
parsiey with the meat before forming 
it, and then they either make it into 
one large steak or into a number o: 
small cakes. These may be either 
broiled and dressed with butter cr 
fried in butter or in good dripping. 
In the latter case a brown gravy may 
be made for them by thickening the 
fat left in the pan with browned flour, 
pouring m a up of hot water or of 
weak stock, stifring it until it thick- 
ens, and pouring it over the small 
Steaks just before they go to table. 
Those persous who use mushrooms can 
give an added savory touch to th's 
dish by chopping the stems of the 
mushroems and mixing these with th- 
meat before making it into forms. It 
dees not pay to buy mushrooms for th 
purpose, unless these are very cheat, 
but a few left over can be used here 
to great advantage. Another way to 
render the dish more attractive is to 
eut balls from potatoes with a Parisian 


potato cutter and either boil these or 
fry them and serve them about the 
Steaks in the dish. If these and the 
potatoes are sprinkled with minced 
parsicy, a really attractive dish is 
made that looks far more elegant than 
one would think who had not tried the 
eXperiment and seen the result. 

Of course, there are beef stews ga- 
lore and round steak stewed and 
smothered in onions. All these are fa- 
millar to masz persons, and are bet- 
ter liked the more widely they are 
known. 

So much for beef. If I stop here, it

Then the onions are 
drained from the water and dropped 
into the stew and cooked there until 
both are tender.

CHOPS IN CASSEROLE. 


Chops or cutlets in 2 casserole make 
pleasant change from the everlasting 


broiled or fried. Hither lamb, mut- 


chops have the fat trimmed from them, 
and are put in a casserole, which ‘is 
little more than a pudding dien of 
earthenware, with a top. A little butter 
or good dripping is put in with them, 
and they are browned lightly in this, 
with a sliced onion. This is done on top 
of the stove. Then a cupful of weak 
stock is put in with a stalk of celery, 
and the dish is set in the oven, closely 
covered, for halt an hour. Then a cugfu! 
of green peas is added and half a cup- 
ful of potato balls, cut with a Parisian 
potato cutter, and then parboiled. If 
one likes mushrooms and does not feel 
them an extravagance, the dish is im- 
proved by putting in half a cupful 
each cut in half. Then the dish is 
again covered and left in the oven for 
half an hour longer. The meat and 
vegetables are sent to the table in the 
dish in which they were cooked, and 
are pretty sure to be liked by everyone 
who tries them. 

Everyone knows liver and bacon, 
and a good many persons are familiar 
with smothered liver, in which dish 
the liver is cut into small squares, a 
quarter of a pound of pork made into 
dice and put with the liver, herbs and 
onion for seasoning, in a tightly-cov- 
ered vessel that is set in an outer ves- 
sel of boiling water. This simmers. 
over the fire very slowly for a couple 
ot hours, and is then, ready for the 
table. But baked Hvér is less known. 

FRENCH BAKED LIVER. 

This is a French dish and worthy of 
its origin. A lanmo's liver may be 
used for this, but it must not be 
sliced. Incisions are made in the liver 
and it is plugged with salt pork ex- 
actly as was directed for the beef a 
la mode. The same sort of forcemeat 
is also pressed into cuts made in the 
liver and rubbed over the top of it. 
Then the liver is put into a closely- 
covered roasting pan, a cupful of weak 
stew, to which has been added a ta- 
blespoonful of vinegar, poured around 
it, and it is put in the slowest of ovens. 
If the cooking is done by gas but one 
set of burners should be ligttel. ana 
these not turned high. Upon d-liber- 
ate cookery depends the result of the 


dish. When at the end of about three 


hours of baking, during which time 
the meat has been basted severai 
times with the gravy in the dish, the 
liver is taken out, it is tender enough 
to be cut with a fork. It must be 
sliced across the top, and is delicious 
either hot or cold. 

When they make this dish in Paris 
they add to the gravy a giass of 
claret, and those who use this will find 
it an excellent addition. If they pre- 
fer to omit it they can either have the 
vinegar, as I have said, or they may 
add a gill of strained tomato liquor to 
as much hot water or stock and pour 
this about the liver when it goes into 
the oven. Whichever they ass the 
outcome is sure to be good if the cook- 
ing is Slow and ateady. 

Not alone in meats Is it possible to 
make unfamiliar dishes out of fam 
iar materials. There is a field for this

“SMOTHERED” POTATOES. 
Potatoes, for instance, are usually 


served either boiled, baked, mashed or 
siewed. They are no harder to 
smother than they are to stew, and 
heuch more savory. The raw potatoes 
are peeled and sliced, soaked in cold 
vater for half an hour and then put 
lito a pudding dish with salt, pepper, 
an onion cut into thin slices and mixed 
with the potato, and over all milk 
enough poured to fill the pudding dish. 
Then the dish is covered and baked 
steadily for three-quarters of an hour, 
uncovered and browned. Of course, 
thie dish would not do for those who 
dislike onions, but for those who ap-

Cheerful in Poverty. 

“Oh, I'm getting along all right,” 
said a bright-faced, middle-aged 
woman as she set on a bench in City 
Park, fondly passing her hand over the 
bushy brown hair of a five-year-old 
boy. “Don't worry about me. Look 
for somebody whe is in real need.” 
That woman lives not six blocks from 
the Brooklyn bridge. She washes Jishes 
in a downtown Manhattan restaurant. 
Her wages are Ma week. She has one 
room, for which she pays $5 a month. 
Every morning, rain or shine, she 
trudges over the bridge to her work. 
Every evening, pleasant or unpleasant, 
she trudges back. There is no money 
for car fares. It costs 5 cents a day, 
or 60 cents a week to put her boy In a 
day nursery, where he gets a mid-day 
meal. She herself gets something in 

e afternoon from the restaurant leav- 
ings. “For breakfast,” she explained 
to a friend, “we spend 5 cents for milk 
and 6 cents for doughnuts. There may 
be folks who can enjoy cereals. We 
can’t. We've tried everything, and 
doughnuts and milk go farther than 
anything else." Her washing costs 60 
cents a week. She says she must be 
clean and have her boy clean, regard- 
less of expenses, and there's no way 
for her to dry her cothes in her one 
room. So her weekly income ifs thus 
used up: Rent, $1.25: nursery, 60 cents: 
breakfast, $1.05: washing, 50 cents: 
Sunday dirner and incidentals 60 cents: 
total, $4. If she breaks a plate, 10 cents 
comes off the Sunday dinner. Som- 
women who know her send her old 
clothes. She makes them over evenings 
for her boy and herself. Shoes are a 
great puzzle.
